Tom Levy, general manager-chief engineer of Coachella Valley Water District, has
served in that capacity since 1986. A registered civil engineer in California, he has been
with the district since 1972, serving in increasingly responsible positions before being
appointed to head the 415-employee organization. Levy has engineering degrees from the
University of California at Los Angeles, University of Southern California and Loyola
University of Los Angeles.

Active in many water-related organizations, Levy served as a past director of the
U.S. Committee on Irrigation and Drainage and the Water Education Foundation; serves
on the Association of California Water Agencies Domestic Water Commitiee, California
Chamber of Commerce Water Committee, California Water Resources Association
Advisory Committee, State Water Contractors and the National Water Resources
Association and the Colorado River Water Users Association as its secretary-{reasurer.

In the United States Committee on Irrigation and Drainage, Levy served as
cochairman of the 1986 regional meeting in Phoenix Ariz., dealing with Toxie Substances
in Agricultural Water Supply and Drainage. He also served as a session chairman at the
September 1988 11th Technical Conference on Trrigation, Drainage and Flood Control,
in San Diego, California,

He co-authored Modernization of the Coachella Valley Water District's Irrigation
System, presented to the 13th Congress on Irrigation and Drainage in Sacramento,
California in 1987, He was a party to the Monterey Agreement negotiations in 1994 that
resulted in changes to State Water Project confracts. More recently, he has been a key
negotiator in the Colorado River quantification talks. Currently, he serves as president of
the State Water Contractors and as a member of the Governor’s Drought Commitiee.

Coachella Valley Water District, with $92 million operation and maintenance
budget, provides irrigation and drainage for 80,000 acres of agricultural land, provides
domestic water for 83,000 homes and businesses, provides sewer service through seven
reclamation plants—three of which have been providing reclaimed water for golf course
or green belt irrigation, and provides flood control through much of its 1,000 square mile
service arca. It imports Colorado River water 160 miles for irrigation and groundwater
recharge and is a State Water Project conmacior. Known worldwide for its inpovative
water conservation and management techniques, Coachella Valley Water District is
